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AN ACT OF COURAGE. 


We see the finish of Major General Hen­ 
ry T. Allen. 
Hitherto he has been very 
highly regarded. 
He made a fine record 
as a division commander during the world 
war and he distinguished himself in a posi­ 
tion of peculiar importance and difficulty 
as commander 
in chief 
of the American 
army of occupation in Germany. 
He has 
been, 
and 
deservedly 
held 
high 
in 
American public opinion, and his praises 
have been sung again and again by practi­ 
cally all of the leading newspapers of the 
United States. 
When 
he 
published tbe 
other day a book relating his experiences as 
commander of the American forces in Ger­ 
many, the many lauditory 
reviews which 
appeared prominently in the book sections 
of the Sunday papers were as much eulo­ 
gies of General Allen as they were eulogies 
of the book. 
But all that is over now— at least so far 


a s the principal republican newspapers of 
the country are concerned. 
General Allen 


h a s damned himself eternally. He has come 
out flat-footedly and emphatically in favor 
of America’s joining the League of N ation. 
In an address to students of Washington 
University at St. Louis General Allen de­ 
clared that European 
recovery 
from the 
world war would have been virtually com­ 
plete today if the United States had entered 
the League upon its establishment. “French 
occupation of the Ruhr and the resultant 
demoralization of Germany would not have 
occurred,” he asserted, “had the United 
States been i member of the League of Na­ 
tions. 
The most certain method this gov­ 
ernment can adopt 
for 
preservation of 
peace is to join the League or some associa­ 
tion of nations so that its power and pres­ 
tige may more 
directly 
influence world 
problems.” 
General Allen’s courage compels admira­ 
tion. 
It took real courage of a rare sort to 
do what he has done; for it is absolutely 
certain, and he must be aware of the fact, 
that this 
statement 
of his regarding the 
League will shut off swiftly and suddenly 
a large part, perhaps the larger part, of the 
constant flow of eulogistic publicity which 
has placed him on a pedestal as a popular 
idol. It is shocking that this should be true 
but it is true, to such extraordinary lengths 
has blind and bitter prejudice 
regarding 
the League question carried many men who 
are otherwise not below the average in fair­ 
ness and intelligence. 
General Allen could easily have avoided 
this topic. 
He preferred to speak his mind

CLEVELAND’S NEW GOVERNMENT. 


F rom the St. Louis Star. 


Cities of the United States 
will 
watch 
with great interest the work of William R. 
Hopkins, city manager of Cleveland. 
Mr. 
Hopkins is a lawyer and an engineer. 
He 
was elected to his post by a unanimous vote 
of the city council. 
According to the Cleveland News, the 
council is “entitled to public appreciation 
foi; the excellence of its choice.” It further 
says “Mr. Hopkins has been 
so 
highly 
recommended by 
so 
many 
citizens ac­ 
quainted with his attainments and achieve­ 
ments that the public can accept the choice 
as most fortunate.” 
The Cleveland Plain Dealer, comment­ 
ing on the selection, says the city hds chos­ 
en “an outstanding citizen of wide exper­ 
ience in business, excellent training in engi­ 
neering, in law and in municipal adminis­ 
tration.” 
It further says “the city is to 
be congratulated in being able to attract 
into public life as its servant one so well 
fitted for the post.” 
Cleveland with a population exceeding 
800,000, is the largest city to adopt the city 
manager plan. Dayton, a good many years 
ago, employed a city manager, and it has 
worker there, but it remains for Cleveland 
to demonstrate 
whether a large 
city can 
make a go of it. The city which is now* try­ 
ing out the idea is the same size as St. Louis. 
It was several years ago that Cleveland 
decided to employ a city 
manager 
after 
January I, 1924. Under the plan, Mr. Hop­ 
kins will undertake the work of managing 
the city just as he would manage his pri­ 
vate business. 
He is responsible to the 
council only because it selected him. 
He 
will name all appointees and generally su­ 
pervise the administration 
of 
municipal 
government on strictly a business basis. 
It will be interesting to watch the exper­ 
iment— to see whether there are strings to 
the manager, whether the government is 
elastic enough for him to go ahead with 
what he believes should be done. 
On the 
other hand it will be interesting to watch 
the selfish politicians to see whether they 
can set aside 
what a business 
manager 
does, cause his defeat and eventual aban­ 
donment of the plan, and force a return to 
political control. 
The city of Cleveland 
will 
retain 
its 
mayor, who will be the presiding official of 
the council. His duties will be social, how­ 
ever, aside from that of a presiding officer. 
W hether or not the plan proves a suc­ 
cess, it will be an interesting experiment in 
municipal government in the United States. 
In 
his 
American 
commonwealth, 
Lord 
Bryce pointed out that municipal govern­ 
ment, being the newest government in the 
country, was the most corrupt and the least 
understood. It will take a few years to find 
out whether American cities will consent to 
government on lines as its manager would 
direct a private business. 
It also will be 
instructive to see whether the manager will 
be so free from the appointing power and 
incessant political 
demands 
that he can 
carry through.

TO CONGRESS 


Views Also Presented In 
Opposition To Granting 
Soldiers’ Bonus. 


FOR DRASTIC CUT 
ON EXPENDITURES 


Estimates Given On The 
Government Expense 
In Annual Budget.

C. — Presi­ 
dent Coolidge 
specifically 
recom­ 
mended to congress Monday a reduc­ 
tion of more than $300,000,000 in the 
national tax bill and at the same time 
presented views in opposition to a 
soldier’s bonus. 
The executive, in a m essage trans­ 
m itting 
the 
annual 
budget, 
said 
frankly that “any program of new ex­ 
penditure 
on a large 
scale 
would 
make tax reduction im possible for 
years to com e.” 
He added that tax 
reduction “would certainly tend to 
align the whole people in support of 
econom ical 
administration of gov­ 
ernm ent” which he declared is be­ 
com ing “every day more and more 
necessary.” 
“I recommend 
a revision 
of tax 
law s,” Mr. Coolidge said, “along lines 
which w ill effect a reduction of in­ 
come taxes by taxing earned income 
more lightly than income from busi­ 
ness or from investm ent; by reduc­ 
ing the percentages of the normal 
tax, and by reducing the surtax, with 
I com m encem ent of their application 
!at $10,000 instead of $6,000. 
I also 
recommend repeal of the tax oil tele­ 
grams, telephones and leased wires, 
and of the tax on adm ission, and re­ 
vision of the 
m iscellaneous 
taxes 
which are a source of Inconvenience 
to taxpayers, and difficult to collect. 
On the 
other 
hand, 
amendments 
which wrould cause som e increase of 
revenue should also be made to ex­ 
isting income tax laws relative to de­ 
ductions of capital losses; deductions 
from gross income for interest paid 
and 
no-business 
losses 
sustained, 
wherein income from tax-exempt se­ 
curities involved; and the manner 
of taxing community incom es. These 
changes would reduce taxes by more 
than 
$300,000,000, 
which is safely 
within the probable surplus. 
For the disabled veterans of the war 
and the dependents of those who fell 
the country can not do too much. 
It 
has already spent nearly two billions 
of dollars and is now' spending nearly 
half a billion dollars yearly in their 
behalf. 
That obligation it must and 
will continue to fulfill in fullest m eas­ 
ure. 
And it is one Ut the most im­ 
portant of the duties and privileges 
of the chief executive to m inister to 
the wants and needs of these wards 
and creditors of the nation. 
“But the fit and able-bodied are 
offered the opportunity open to every 
other citizen. 
The governm ent has 
no money to distribute to any class 
of its citizens that it does not take 
from the pockets of the people and 
the payment of a bonus to m illions of 
our former soldiers could only be ac­ 
complished at a cost 
to the whole 
community, including the veterans, 
them selves, 
far 
outweighing 
the 
benefits intended to he conferred, lf 
I felt that a soldiers’ bonus represent­ 
ed a great need and a proper obliga­ 
tion which should be fulfilled by this 
nation, I certainly would not make a 
recommendation which w'ould be ad­ 
verse thereto. 
“We have now' reached a point in 
our financial program where we can 
lighten the tax burden of the people, 
which is an added reason for taking 
a firm stand against any and all pro­ 
grams of spending that would tend to 
absorb the expected margin between 
receipts and expenditures.”

ernment, it has been announced here 
by Eudora M. Clover, administrator 
of disabled service women for the 
American W omen’s Overseas Lea­ 
gue. 
The league, Miss Clover explained, 
bas received this assurance from the 
war department. 
It means that alt 
women who have been or may be en­ 
listed under 
such status 
as 
army 
nurse, navy 
nurse, yeomanette 
or 
marinette will be eligible, on produc­ 
ing an honorable 
discharge 
and a 
proper certificate 
of disability, 
to 
care and maintenance in a govern­ 
ment hospital or home. 
The dura­ 
tion of tho disability, or the time and 
manner in which it has been inflict­ 
ed, will make no difference, accord­ 
ing to the announcement. 
Such per­ 
manent disabilities as old age will 
entitle a woman to care for the rest 
of her life, but entry into a govern­ 
ment institution will entail no obliga­ 
tion to remain, a patient being as 
welcome to enter for an operation or 
a brief illness. 
The government will 
pay the cost of 
transportation 
to 
eligible applicants. 
In view of the comparatively few’ 
women claiming such attention at 
this time, th national soldiers’ home 
at Danville, 111., has been designated 
for all patients of the immediate fu­ 
ture. There two brick buildings have 
been set aside for the exclusive use 
of the women. 
There also is a hos­ 
pital with more than 2 0 0 beds.

Mr. Fish, who is a member of the 
house l’ojgign affairs committee, ex­ 
pressed himself as being in hearty 
accord” with the proposal, “that per­ 
mission be granted the German gov­ 
ernment in order to secure a private 
loan in this country/ 'and predicted 
that 
tho 
Washington 
government 
would exert “influence” to secure the 
acceptance by 
the 
reparation com­ 
mission of priority for this loan not 
exceeding $70,000,000. 
Germany’s need for food supplies 
this winter can be met only by an 
international loan providing between 
$75,000,000 and $100,000,000, Secretary 
Hoover estimates. Whether such an 
amount can he raised on the credit of 
the German government without the 
agr&*f**ent of France to a waiver of

After many months of discussion 
and many failures, the European 
allies and Germany have hit upon a 
plan of inquiry which is looked upon 
favorably by Washington. 
The following statement was is 
sued at the White House: 
“The government has been inform­ 
ed that the reparation commission 
will be considering

establish­ 
ment of two expert committees, one 
to consider the means of balancing 
the budget of Germany, 
and 
the 
measures to be taken to stabilize 
her currency; the other, to take up 
the question of the capital which 
has been removed from Germany. 
“Tin inquiry of the first com­ 
mittee would comprehend all 
the 
conditions to be realized and the 
measures to be taken to accomplish 
the results desired. 
All the repre­ 
sentatives of the government’s mem­ 
bers of the commission, have ex­ 
pressed the desire to have Ameri­ 
can experts on the two committees. 
It is understood that the govern­ 
ment of the United States is not in 
a position 
to be 
represented 
on 
these committees and that the invi­ 
tation to the American experts will 
b % extended dingily by the repara­ 
tion commission. 
“This government 
believes 
that 
the proposed inquiry will be of 
great value and in view of its direct 
interest as a creditor and of the 
importance of the economic recupe­ 
ration in Europe, it would view with 
favor the acceptance by American 
experts of such an invitation. 
“The immediate proposal 
before 
the reparation commission has been 
made by tile French delegate and 
president of the commission, and 
has the support, it is understood of 
all the allied governments. 
The 
British 
government 
has informed 
this government of its desires that 
American experts 
should 
particip­ 
ate in the inquiry. 
“The 
German 
government 
also 
has brought the matter to the at­ 
tention of tDis government, stating 
that it would be much appreciated 
if an American expert were to parti 
cipate in the work of tile first com­ 
mittee as above proposed, and it is 
believed that in this way important 
progress could be made toward the 
solution of the problems underlying 
economic recoveree.” 
The fact that the invitation for 
American membership is supported 
by all the allied governments as well 
as by Germany is regarded as an im­

consideration 
here, 
since 
unanimity 
among

ICuropean 
powers has been insisted upon all 
along as a prerequisite to effective 
American aid. 
America’s interest in the invitation 
is regarded here as resulting chiefly 
from the fact that the Washington 
government is one

Fish Pudding.—This is a good 
way to use bits of cooked left-over 
fish. Take about one-half pound of 
fish flakes or shredded cooked fish, 
one tablespoonful of parsley, the 
whites of three eggs, beaten stiff, 
one-half cupful of melted butter, 
one and one-half cupfuls of milk, 
one cupful of cracker crumbs. Mix 
thoroughly; season to taste with 
salt and pepper, put into a well-

twenty minutes in a pan of water 
in a bot oven. 
Cover the top of 
the dish with well-buttered crumbs.

claims for consideration,” in an ad­ 
dress by William Gibbs McAdoo be­ 
fore the democratic luicheon club 
and Women’s Democratic 
League 
here Wednesday. The former direc­ 
tor-general of railroads derided the 
president’s proposal for a voluntary 
consolidation of the 
systems 
of 
transportation as a “seven-year itch 
for reduced freight and passenger 
rates with no assurance of relief at 
the end of the trial,” 
telling 
his 
hearers that “what is needed is not 
seven yers of delay but action.” 
“The president’s message,” 
said 
Mr. Mc Adoo, “is largely a counsel 
of dormancy. N o w h e re s the stimu­ 
lating call of progress, 
The world 
Is in commotion and vital domestic 
problems press upon us for solution, 
but no effective program is offered 
for the alleviation or correction of 
domestic ills, nor is encouragement 
given for invigorating international 
policies, which will re-open world 
m arket for our surplus products, 
tend to promote economic stability 
or encourage peace and tranquility 
between nations. 
“The most affirm ative part of the 
president’s message is the recom­ 
mendation of tax 
reduction. 
The 
whole country favors tax reduction. 
The democratic party has stood con­ 
sistently for it since the signing of 
.he amniatic, and should cooperate, 
without regard to partisan conside- 
'ations in any effort to ease the tax 
nurden. 
This effort should be dir- 
?cted, not alo n e,to a reduction in 
he gross sum of taxation, but to an 
jquitable distribution of the burden.

Every now and then we are informed by 
some unofficial spokesman of some foreign 
country owing us money that his country 
would not be able to pay the debt. 
None 
of these statements has been taken seri­ 
ously though in some cases they are believ­ 
ed to be correct by many persons in this 
country. 
Be that as it may, the time will 
come, unless something is done in the mean­ 
while, when these statements will be un­ 
doubtedly 
and 
obviously 
correct. 
The 
debt of continental Europe to the United 
States is now about eight billion dollars and 
the interest is increasing this total by near­ 
ly four hundred millions each year. 
Let 
this process go on and before very long the 
debt will reach such proportions that even 
the most optimistic will be compelled to 
admit that payment is out of the question. 
In view of the fact that nearly all of the 
foreign countries owing us money and at 
present paying us none of it are spending 
large sums on armaments, 
the 
Brooklyn 
Eagle believes that “America has not only 
the right but the duty to consider a course 
of action.” 
The Eagle does not mean to 
suggest that we threaten or dun any single 
creditor nation or attempt to use the “big 
stick” on any of them. 
But it would have 
us take a middle course between doing this 
and doing nothing. 
It would have us send 
a note to the powers which are in our debt, 
explaining to them that we would welcome 
a preliminary 
conference 
to 
determine 
what progress can be made in the direction 
of a settlement. 
To the average man this sounds like a 
sensible suggestion.

WHEN THE LAW FAILS. 
Ludendorff is not going to be prosecuted 
by the Bavarian government for his rebel­ 
lion against that government the other day. 
He is going to be let off on 
the 
ground 
that he was grossly deceived by Adolph 
Hitler, the Fascist leader who was his part­ 
ner in the enterprise. This excuse will prob­ 
ably do as well as any other, though it is 
not especially creditable to Ludendorffs 
intelligence. 
If the former commander-in- 
chief of the German armies could be fooled 
so easily and completely regarding matters 
which were 
perfectly 
plain to everyone 
else no wonder Germany lost the war. 
The same papers which bring word that 
Ludendorff is to be scot free announce the 
acquittal in Switzerland of Maurice Con- 
radi, who assassinated 
Valsav Vorovsky,

Conradi admitted

he had fired the 
shot, though he claimed moral justification 
in the shape of injuries done his family by 
the soviet government.

The practical consequence is that 
if the congress which meets next Monday 
accomplishes anything of worth there must 
be a coalition between the regular republi­ 
cans and democrats. 
The expression 
“anything 
of 
worth” 
means tax reduction, and already overtures 
have been made by the republicans to the 
democrats in the matter of the recommen­ 
dations submitted 
by 
Secretary Mellon. 
The situation offers the democrats a fine 
opportunity for revenge and, according to 
superficial political reasoning, a justifica­ 
tion for such reprisal 
Reference has al­ 
ready been made, in the commentaries of 
Washington 
correspondents, 
to the atti­ 
tude of the republicans 
four 
years ago 
when they ruthlessly refused to join with 
the democrats in amending the war-time 
revenue 
act. 
The republican congress 
elected in 1918 on the heralded claim of 
that party’s transcendent 
ability to solve 
the problems of reconstruction, 
and 
its 
specific promise to 
do 
so, 
deliberately 
chose to do nothing that might possibly re­ 
dound to the credit of the Wilson adminis­ 
tration. 
That the democrats can now pay the re­ 
publicans in the latter’s own coin is unde­ 
niable, but while such a course might be 
permissible as politics, ethically it is abom­ 
inable— just as it was in 1919. 
The need 
for relief from the burdensome taxes we 
are paying is so urgent that a party or fac­ 
tional group in congress which refused to 
seize the first opportunity to grant that re­ 
lief would be guilty of peculiar perfidy. 
From the cold standpoint 
of practical 
politics, too, the wisdom of such a betrayal 
of the public interest may be challenged. 
In the light of the 1920 election it may be 
argued plausibly that the public did not 
punish the republicans for their treachery 
in the sixty-sixth 
congress. 
The 
public, 
however, has most 
effectually punished 
the republicans for 
their 
failure in the 
sixty-seventh congress, as recorded in the 
election of 1922, which swept away that 
“7,000,000 majority” and reduced the top­ 
heavy congressional majority to an actual 
minority. 
On the assumption, then, that politicians 
can only think in terms of political strategy 
the democrats of congress, taking counsel 
of facts as registered at the 
polls, might 
wrell conclude that the best politics at this 
time is to disregard politics ai*l serve the 
public welfare as best they may. 
If that 
sound conclusion is reached, regardless of 
the motive, the democrats may confidently 
look forward to public approval. 
The significance of the situation, how’- 
ever, projects far beyond the petty boun­ 
daries of partisan political tactics. W hat­ 
ever else may be uncertain in our whirling 
politics one thing at least is certain, namely, 
that one party’s preponderance is ended. 
The g. o. p. dynasty 
is no 
more. 
Fruit 
Ilium. 
Tenure of powder is strictly limited 
ta the next election. 
The lessee that does 
not make good 
is evicted. 
This 
verdict, 
which is precisely as it should 
be, 
ought 
both to admonish and inspire all members 
of congress. 
The real purport of this evolution in poli­ 
tical thought should 
reach 
higher than 
congress. 
It should enter the white house. 
Roosevelt’s seven years and Wilson’s eight 
have taught the American people to look 
to the executive for leadership in moments 
of great opportunity such as the present, 
Mr Coolidge has inherited a test. Whether 
he meets it or not wdll not depend alto­ 
gether on w’hat congress does. 
It will de­ 
pend largely on the 
president’s 
courage 
and vision— on the manner in which he pre­ 
sents the people’s expectation and the pur­ 
pose with wrhich he presses 
the 
public’s 
cause.

Remember Lot’* 
wife’ Whoever tries to preserve hi* 
life will lose it, and whoever loses 
his life will preserve it. 
I tell yon*

will be taken and the other left!’**<, 
They said to him, 
“Where will this be. Master?” 
And he said to them, 
“Wherever there is a dead body 
the vultures will flock!” 
H e gave 
them an illustration to show that 
they must always pray and not g im 
up, and he said, 
“There was once in a city a judge 
who had no fear of God and no res­ 
pect for men. 
There was a widow 
in the city and she came to him and 
said, “Protect me from my opponent^ 
And he would not for a time, bub 
afterward he said to himself, “The* 
ugh I have no fear of God nor res­

HEN cooking hubbard squash 
wush it without cutting and 
place It In the oven to bake. When 
it seems tender remove, peel and 
take out the seeds. It will be found 
to be more delicate lo flavor than 
when boiled or steamed or even 
baked In sections. A pumpkin may 
bu prepared in the same way, suvr 


lng a vast amount of handling and 
hard peeling to get it ready to 
cook. 
It is well to vary the way of serv­ 
ing potatoes; one likes a change 
from the usual methods of serving 
them. 
Pimento Potatoes.— Season three 
cupfuls of hot diced potatoes with 
three tablespoonfuls of butter, one-; 
half cupful of cream and salt to 
taste. Beat vigorously for five min­ 
utes. Add one and one-half pimen- 
toes (canned) cut into small pieces 
and forced through a coarse sieve 
and beat until well-blendtd. Reheat 
and pile on a hot dish. Another ap­ 
petizing way of serving potatoes 
for a change is prepared as fol­ 
lows; 
Spanish Potatoes.—Boll potatoes 
as usual, cut into quarters, drain 
and when well-dried from the steam 
turn into a hot vegetable dish into 
which is placed two tablespoonfuls I 
of butter to one of minced onion; j 
Increase tho amounts to thoroughly ; 
season the amount of potatoes used. 
Chop with a silver knife, mixing 
w ell; season with salt and pepper 
and serve very hot. 
Baked Indian Pudding.—Take a 
cupful of cornmeal, scald with a 
cupful of boiling water and stir 
into a quart of hot m ilk; let come 
to th J 
bolling point, add one-half 
cupful of brown sugar, a cupful of 
raisins, a little salt, two well-beaten J 
eggs and a cupful of chopped suet, 
a teaspoonful of grated nutmeg, 
three tablespoonfuls of molasses, or 
imore sugar may be added if de­ 
sired. 
Add another quart of cold 
milk, pour Into a deep pudding dish 
of crockery and dredge the top 
with flour. 
Bake for half a day In 
a slow oven, stirring for the first 
hour or two to have the mixture 
well blended. 
Serve hot without 
sauce, or lf a sauce Is desired serve 
with a hard sauce.

RESORT TO RADIO

14.—All known 
means of communication,

radio, were employed by state and 
federal authorities last night in fol­ 
lowing two clews which they hope 
will enable them to locate Leo Ko- 
retz, who is missing from Chicago 
after an alleged swindle said to be 
the most amazing ever accomplished 
in the middle west. 
According to Investigators. Koretz. 
known as a lawyer, financier and 
philanthropist, 
defrauded 
Investors 
in a Central American oil venture of 
funds which, it was said, may reach 
$5,000,000. 
Already losses estimated 
at $2,000,000 have been reported, the 
authorities said. 
The two clews advanced yesterday 
were that Koretz either is on the At­ 
lantic in a speedy motorboat, or that 
he is on his way to Honduras in an 
airplane. The former theory was ad­ 
vanced when the investigators learn­ 
ed that Koretz, 
shortly 
before his 
disappearance, was 
negotiating for 
the purchase of a fast motorboat. 
“The Flying Fox,” which is reported 
to have accomplished a trip across 
the Atlantic. 
The airplane theory resulted from 
the report to the authorities by Nim- 
mo Black, owner of a commercial fly­ 
ing field, that he had sold a three- 
seated plane 
recently 
to two men, 
one of whom appeared at the field 
with a passport 'o r Honduras, got 
into the machine with a pilot and 
started south. 
Although Black stat­ 
ed that Koretz did not resemble the 
purchaser of the machine, the au­ 
thorities are working on the theory 
that Koretz may have been picked 
up on the way south, and telegraph 
wires were kept busy carrying mes­ 
sages to Georgia and Alabama points 
in an attem pt to head off the air­ 
plane. 
The last 
appearance 
of 
Koretz 
known to the authorities was in New 
York on December 5, when he check­ 
ed out of a prominent hotel.

ted from our skies. 
They neither

straight course Paul moved out of his 
own country to the strategic center of 
a new continent.

The First Convert In Europe 
(Acts 16:12-15). 
The missionaries first went to Philip­ 
pi and spent several days in studying 
conditions there. The Jewish element 
In this city was comparatively Insig­ 
nificant, so much so that they could 
not have a synagogue. Therefore, the 
devout people were accustomed to wor­ 
ship by the riverside. To this humble 
gathering Paul came and preached to 
the women assembled there. A certain 
woman from Thyafira, a proselyte, 
believed his message and was bap­ 
tized. 
The work of the Lord thug 
had a very humble beginning, brit it 
was destined to transform all Europe 
and the world. 
The steps in Lydia’s 
conversion are worthy of note for 
they are typical.

God sends many an In* 
quirer to the prayer meeting. 
2. Listening to the Preaching of the 
W ord of God (vv. 13, 14). It Is highly 
Important that at every prayer meet­ 
ing the Word of God shall be spoken, 
so that the inquirer after God may 
find the light. 
3. H er H eart W as OpeflPd by the 
Lord (v. 14). 
Only the Lord can con­ 
vert a soul. 
It is our business to 
preach the Word of God and it is 
God’s business to open the heart of 
the inquirer. No one is ever converted 
against his will. 
4. She W as Baptized (v. 15). Every­ 
one whose heart the Lord has opened 
desires to confess Him In baptism. 
5. Her Household Believed Also (v. 
15). This was as it should be. 
Real 
conversion cannot be concealed. 
Ct. 
Practiced 
Hospitality 
(v. 15). 
Those who have experienced God's 
saving grace are at once disposed to 
have part in His work by rendering 
lid to His ministers. 
III. Paul Preaching in Rome (Acts 
IS :30, 31). 
Paul 'continued his labors in widen­ 
ing his testimony to the world amongst 
thrilling experiences. In spite of beat­ 
ings, shipwrecks and imprisonments, 
we find bim near the close of his life 
In the Imperial capitol city.

a prisoner lie continues t»> preach the 
Gospel of the Lord Jesus (’brist. 
In 
the providence of God, he had liberty 
to preach the Gospel to nil who came 
to him.

m iles from Rye, saw' Sperry about 
noon flying seaw ard at a hight of 
about five hundred feet.

circle w ent seaw ard again. 
A w orkm an on the shore near Pett 
ssid he saw the m achine crum ple 
and fall into th e w ater at I o’clock.

anti trust law'. 
In Judge Knox* opinion one of the 
effects of the interchange of statis­ 
tics was to keep the supply of cement 
a little behind the demand through 
the common consent and action of 
the association members.
